Aocording to the Nya Daylight Al- 


lehaoda, a jonrnal published 
at 


Stockholm, a private letter baa been 
received iu the latter part of Jane 
overland from Idea ten ant Palander, 
the commander of tho Yega, stating 
that all was well on board of the 
steamer. The month of the Lena 
river was passed on the 27th of 
August last. In the beginning every- 
thing was favorable, although the 
Arctic eiplorers bad to contend with 
ice and shallow water. They suc- 
ceeded in reaching Cape Jakan, bnt 
here for three days further progress 
was stopped. That point was left on 
the llth of September, and after 
many difficulties they arrived, on the 
13th, at Cape North, where they ijere 
shut up in ice until tbe 18th. After 
that the Arctic voyagers were only 
able now and then to advance, owing 
to the compact ice. 
On the 28th of 


September they arrived at their pres 
ent position ID latitude GTdeg 6 min 
north and longitude 173 deg 30 mm. 
west. Had that point been reached 
two dayg earlier the steamer would 
have been able to pass through 
Behring Strait. 


The Vega is not anchored in any 


harbor, bnt near a very shallow sand 
beach, and moored to solid ice. All 
hands are well and provisions plenty; 
coal sufficient for a 2,000 mile crmse. 
One or two villages of Ssobntscheg 
haa been passed. These natives were 
believed to originate from Greenland, 
and, judging from their, 'appearance, 
appeared to bo related to tbe Esqui- 
maux. The complexion is brownish 
yellow, hair and eyes jet black. They 
arc dreised in reindeer robes, dwell 
in tents or hides and live-on the fat 
of the seal. They are, moreover, 
friendly
